DESCRIPTION (Continued) 


_The three-bay facade has a central entry sheltered by a one-story 
full-width front porch with a shallow-pitched roof. The porch has 
square posts and a square rail and balusters. The left and right 
bays of the facade have paired windows fitted with 6-over-1 sash, 
which is also found in side-elevation windows. The triple front 
attic windows also have 6-over-l. ~The roof has wide overhanging 
eaves, exposed rafters and purlins, and kneebraces with diamond- - 
cut heads. On the left elevation is a projecting rectilinear 
plan bay; on the right, an exterior brick chimney cuts through 
the eaves. 
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This house is one of three adjacent houses built on land purchased 

in 1916 by John Ahrenberg, an employee of American Paper Goods. 

This lot was sold to Edward Ekman, who worked in New Britain, in 

1927; he presumably built the house shortly thereafter. Historically, 
it is significant as a good example of the type of housing built for 
Berlin residents of modest means before the Great Depression. 
Architecturally, it is significant as an example of the gable- 

front variation of the Bungalow style, one of the early 20th century's 
most popular domestic building types. In most bungalows, roof 

gables are parallel to the street and the main roofline is extended 
to form a full-width front porch. However, even though it lacks 

this configuration, this house shows two other defining charac- 
teristics of the style: a modest scale and the influence of the 

Arts and Crafts movement, which stressed creating a picturesque 
appearance through the use of irregular forms and (continued)

varied materials. Much of the original exterior treatment is 
obscured by modern siding, but this influence can still be seen 
in the kneebraces, broad overhanging eaves, exposed rafters and 
purlins, and exterior brick chimney.
